National report finds average universi 
president is white, male and 54 years old |

Walk into the president's office at an American college, and 
Odds are you'll see a white older man sitting behind the desk. 

According (o a report released by the American Council on 
Education last week, 90 percent of college presidents are white 
and over 88 percent are men. The average age of college presidents 
ts 54, the survey determined. 

“The data suggests that progress in diversifying the leadership 
ranks is indeed slow, slower than some anecdotal evidence would 
suggest,” the report said. 

The report, which reflects figures from 1990, surveyed 2,423 
college presidents. The council issued a similar study in 1988 

In the Cailfornia State Univ ersity system, there are two female 
presidents, The other 90 percent of the system's 
presidents are men, 

There are also two black CSU presidents, 
leaving a 90 percent white presidency 

Although the study found that more than 74 
percent of college presidents report to a govern- 
ing board, CSU presidents are among the 21 
percent who work under a chancellos 

Overall, 85 percent of college presidents are 
married, the report says. Of women presidents, 
though, only 48 percent are married. The report 
also shows that over 90 percent of male presi- 
dents are married. 

The report advises different recruiting methods if colleges are 


Striving for diversity 

“If higher education intends to have its presidency reflect the 
Population ot the future. different recruitment efforts and selection 
Processes will be required,” the report said. 

According to Macarthy, the CSU system is incorporating new, 
‘Mnovalive tequniques for recruiting university presidents 

“We have been trying to diversify the make-up of the faculty and 


administration,” Macarthy said. “One of the proble ns is that you 4 


have so few blacks and hispanics earning Ph.Ds.” 
Macarthy said because fewer blacks than before are receiving 
Ph.Ds, universities have a narrow div ersity to choose from

“ET think we've had good progress, particularly considering the 
pool we're choosing from,” Macarthy said. “The problem ulti- 
mately gets down to a limited market.” 

The report also broke the statistics down into specific college 
types

of colleges in 1990 were in charge of two-year colleges, Less than

There are two ways at looking at the Sacramento State football team’s 30-6 
loss to University of the Pacific on Saturday night 

The 12,063 fans in attendance at Stagg Stadium in Stockton saw a Homet 
squad get abused by a fired-up Tiger offense in the opening quarter, being held 
to minus three yards rushing and 16 passing and victims of a 16-0 deficit. 

But after the Tigers (1-2) finished off a six-play, 34-yard drive witha four- yard 
score on the first play of the second quarter to extend their lead to 23, the crowd 
Saw one of two scenanos: a Tiger offense taking the rest of the night off, or a 
Homet defense coming alive 

Some evidence seems to suggest the latter 

“We beat them 6-0 in the second half,” Hornets’ coach Mike Clemons said 
“Played damn good in the second half, We stayed focused when we could have 
tumed i Over to them.” 

Evidence also seemed to suggest that the Tigers weren't about to let up on 
offense 

Despite going scoreless in the final 30 minutes, the Tigers, who in their two 
previous games alternated between quarterbacks Dave Henigan and Craig 
Whelihan, stayed with Henigan the entire game despite enjoying a comfortable 
lead throughout the contest 

Henigan compiled 284 yards in the air, compleung 25 of 41 passes, including 
three touchdowns. All three scoring receptions were made by wide receiver Kerry 
Brown, who caught five passes for 71 yards 

The Homets (2-2), on the other hand, changed quarterbacks with less than 
seven minutes to go in the third. However, it was not by choice 

Homet quarterback Aaron Garcia suffered a bruised gluteus before slowly 
getting up following the sixth sack he suffered, and sat out the rest of the game 

Following Garcia's injury, three more Homets were hit with the injury bug as 
linebackers Marcus Bolivar and Damien Mason went down with knee strains, and 
defensive lineman Joe Bellecci suffered a sprained ankle 

The myury status’ are sull unknown as of Monday, but Garcia's Injury IS Not 
senous and he will not miss any playing ume 

Garcia's back-up, Joe Garofalo, engineered the Hornets only sconng drive of the 
game, capping it off with a four-yard keeper with 2:15 remaining in the game 

Garofalo faked a hand-off to the left, draw ing the defense, then sprinted toward 
the empty nght side of the field and into the end zone untouched 

The extra-point attempt was unsuccessful as the Hornets settled for six points 

The Tigers outgained the Hornets 340-130 in total yardage. The Hornets 
netied 3] rushing yards, with Ane Joseph gaining 35 on 20 carries. Sacramento 
State’s rushing losses totaled 90 

“We're sull having trouble handling the speed up tront,” Clemons said 

The Homets will have two weeks off as they prepare to do batde with St. 
Mary's on Oct. 9, Sacramento State's homecoming. St. Mary's (4-0) is coming 
off a 21-0 shutout over Humboldt State 

“We need it,” Clemons said of the Homets’ bye week

In their Friday Board of Directors meeting, 


the CSUS Foundation agreed to finance a 


building project which will cost between $10 
million and $12 million. Twenty percent of 
the building will house the geology depart- 
ment, and the United States Geological 
Survey will occupy the remaining space, for 
which they will pay rent. 

This is a great opportunity for the geology 
department on many levels: they will have 
access to new equipment and facilities; the 
USGS will open more intemships to geology 
majors; and hopefully, department earollment 
will increase as interest in the new facilities 


; spreads. 


Here’s the catch: currently, there are 90 
geology majors on campus. Ninety. 

And the building in the planning stages 
will be only about 10,000 square feet less 
than Mendocino Hall, which houses several 
majors, like journalism, anthropology, 
international studies, humanities and commu- 
nication studies. 

The CSUS Foundation Board of Directors 
has said it doesn’t consider the number of 
students effected or the specific kind of 
project the university is undertaking. It is 
merely “the bank” and obtains the needed 
bonds and monies. 

Even if it isn't the Foundation’s concem, 
shouldn’t it be somebody’ s? 

In a time of financial constraints, threat- 
ened attempis at 37 percent fee hikes from 
the chancellor’s office and decreasing enroll- 
ment, the university is taking on a $10

The geology major is currently ranked 
IIB on the Univesity Academic Plan. 
Interim Vice President of Academic Affairs 
Jolene Koester said that major’s position 
may improve if student interest and impor- 
tance to the university’s mission are ame- 
liorated. If its prioritization on the Aca- 
demic Plan is raised, so will its funding. 
Academic Plan priority status is everything. 

Many foreign language degrees are 
ranked lower than geology, like the 
bachelor’s in German, the French and 
German master’s, classical languages, and 
minors in Italian, Latin and Portuguese. 

Both departments are key players in 
providing General Education core classes to 
undergraduates. Both departments can 
reach across many majors to enrich students 
from a range of disciplines.

When photography first began to emerge in the mid- 
to-late 1 9th Century, it was thought of as a medium that 
could communicate the literal truth. The famous cliché 
“a picture never lies” best illustrates the potency of 
photography. The click of the camera can capture a 
moment in time, preserving it for posterity, history or 
simply a quick view through a window to the world. 

When Paula Wenzl picks up a camera, the results are 
indeed a view through a window to the world—however 
it is not the typical view. Instead, her images are perhaps 
more representative of a dream world. 

Brilliant hues and fluid lines are offset by cut-out, 
pasted-on scraps of other photographs and multi col- 
ored bits of construction paper. Photographs are torn, 
placed on their sides or painted on with watercolors. 
There are colorful horizons, spiraling neon lines and 
flamboyant curlicues. It all works together to create 
abstract visions to be deciphered differently by each 
individual viewer. 

“It's exciting to me to think | can use (photography )— 
which has been used to depict exact reality—and 
instead depict something that looks like a watercolor,” 
Wenz! said. 

She has been experimenting with photography off 
and on for the past 10 years, becoming more serious 
about it within the last two to three years. A graduate 
of Sacramento State, she has degrees in both psychol- 
Ogy and women’s studies, in addition to a master’s 
degree in experimental psychology. Currently, she 
works for the State Department of Education as an 
educational consultant. 

Asher interest in photography has progressed, Wenz! 
has combined her technical knowledge of the medium 
with her background in psychology to create images 
that can be read on many different levels. 

When Wenz intially became interested in photogra- 
phy, her work was more literal. Her first showing 
consisted of photos of mailboxes, windows and doors. 

“It was kind of an esoteric search for something— 
maybe a mid-life crisis or something,” she said. Her 
current show, “Light Abstraction,” returns briefly to this 
concept with a piece entitled “Windows,” but here the 
interpretation is less lucid. 

“By going within and doing a lot of work on my own 
emotions, I've gotten away from the more literal images 
to the more inner-images that can be an exploration of 
myself and also of the viewer,” Wenz! said. “I want to 
encourage the viewer to speculate as to what the image 
is. | can show the same image to ten different people 
and get ten different answers. It's like a giant Rorschach 
test.” 

To create these abstract images, Wenzl uses a variety 
of techniques. Nearly all of the pictures featured in 
“Light Abstraction” are photographs of Christmas tree 
lights. However, not one could easily be recognized as 
such. To capture different effects while taking the

The legends and ceremonies of 
two ancient cultures will come to- 
gether as the ritual and narrative dances 
of the Aztecs and Japanese grace the 
South Lawn tomorrow at noon. 

The dancers of Quetaolcoati Citlalli 
and Minyo Tanoshimi Kai will per- 
form traditional Aztec and Japanese 
dances, bridging continents and cul- 
tures as they educate and entertain. 

Quetaolcoau’ Citlalli dancers will 
demonstrate various ceremonial and 
narrauve dances of Mexico which 
have survived from before the Span- 
ish invasion. 

“These pre-Spanish dances have 
survived all these centuries,” the 
group's Director Jesse Ortiz-Ocelotl 
said. “We dance to preserve and main- 
tain the Aztec culture.” 

From half a world away, the sto- 
nes and beliefs of Japan will come to 
life in the dances of Minyo Tanoshimi 
Kai. Three women in Japanese dress 


P will perform their traditional foik 


dances as well as some more recent 
cultural dances. 

One of the Japanese dancers, 
Toshiye Kawamura said the dances 
help to bridge cultural gaps because 
they appeal to all types of people. 

“Practically everybody can enjoy 
waiching Japanese folk dancing be- 
Cause il speaks a universal language,” 
she said. “Our dances tell the tories 
of legends, festivals and life in Ja- 
pan.” 

This group of three Japanese- 
American women first came together 
in 1988. They have since developed a 
repertoue of 15 different Japanese 
dances, depicting the lives of both 
men and women. 

“In Japanese dance, women can 
play men’s roles and men play 
women's roles,” Kawamura said. 

One of the trdditional dances por- 
trays the life of a legendary Japanese 
gambler and outlaw, Kunisada Chuji, 
who resembles the American legend 
of Jesse James, according to 
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Paula Wenzi uses creative camera techniques to depict “Birth,” (top)

The Hanagasa Ondo dance, per- 
formed with the fan-like hats, will 
also be part of the Minyo Tanoshimi 
Kai presentation. The dance is often 
performed at celebrations and festi- 
vais, though it was invented after 
World War II to enhance tourism. 
according to Kawamura 

The Aztec dancers also reach out 
to people of various cultural back 
grounds, although their primiary pur 
pose is to keep the Aztec culture alive 
within the Hispanic community 

“We want to educate people about 
Our Culture, but we mainly want to 
keep the dances alive and educate 
Hispanic people about their cule,’ 
Oniz-Ocelou said 

These dancers will perform in the 
colorful regalia of their ancestors. 
which contributes to the symbolic 
meaning of each dance 

“Our dances are of the ceremonies 
for every occasion of life,” he said 
“We have dances to honor and give 


thanks to the sun and to Mother Earth. 
This also honors all women as the 
givers and carners of life.” 

The Quetzolcoatl Citalli dance 
group was founded in Mexico in 1942 
by Angel Bertha Cobb who brought 
the dances with her to California. 
Ontiz-Ocelou took over the teaching 
and organizing the group in 1979, and 
has been teaching people of all ages 
ever since. Today there are 14 danc- 
ers in the group, though only four or 
five perform at any one ume 

“I have kids four years old that 
dance, and I have people in their 50's 
and 60’s too,” Oruz-Ocelou said. “I 
iry to target young people though by 
going around to grammar schools 
We try tO give positive messages to 
children—yes to education, no to 
drugs.” 

These preservers of Aztec culture 
have traveled throughout Northem

pictures, Wenz! left the shutter open and Pulled the 
camera across the lights or perhaps waved either the 
camera or lights as she clicked. On others, she threw 
the objects out of focus—anything to create a blur of 
color and thus hide the object's identity. 

Wenz! also experimented in the darkroom and be- 
yond. Some photos were printed as reverse images. On 
others she printed positives instead of negatives, printed 
Slides, put the slide in an enlarger and then printed a 
negative from that image. She enhanced the color 
through both printing techniques and painstaking hand- 
work. Some photographs were onginally black and 
white prints that she hand-tinted. 

“Light Abstraction,” Wenz! said, was stimulated by 
the idea of “No Mickey Mouse,” a criterion issued by the 
painter Richard Diebenkorn during his abstraction 
period. It means: “Nothing in particular—or if you can 
read it, it’s not what you want.” 

Wenzl explains that just weeks before the showing of 
“Light Abstraction” she had 40 photographs, she asked 
some friends to help her narrow her selection. “I looked 
at the ones they picked and thought, ‘Gosh, this is really 
boring. They all look the same.” 

An artist friend suggested she tear up the photo- 
graphs and make portraits out of the scraps. At first 
Wenz! was skeptical, but soon found herself challenged 
by the idea. She started by tearing up bits of construc- 
tion paper and pasting them to the photographs. This 
progressed into tearing up the actual photos—some 
into precise images, others into more ambiguous 
shapes. Wenzl found herself exhilarated by anew wave 
of artistic energy. 

“New ideas started rushing in, and | had to try them,” 
she said. “A week before the show | was still expeniment- 
ing. | had to stop.” 

Other than those imposed by time, Wenz! places no 
limitations on her work and refuses to be intimidated by 
“traditionalists” who are unsure of her results. 

“I'm caught between two worlds. I’m caught between 
arusts and photographers,” Wenz! said. “Sometimes 
people don’t think that photography is an artform. They 
think it is a technical, commercial type of thing. It’s not 
embraced by the art community.” 

Although Wenz! is not “excited” about doing com- 
mercial work, she will because it can be a challenge to 
‘try to think of different ways to do traditional photo- 
graphs.” 

In the meantime she hopes to continue exploring 
photography in addition to branching out into other 
artforms such as ceramics and painting. 

“As | discover new techniques, I’m stimulated and 
delighted by them and they move me into more new 
techniques,” Wenz! said. “I think each piece is a spring- 
board to the next technique—a springboard to the 
future.” 

“Light Abstraction” will be displayed in the University 
Union Exhibit Lounge through Oct. 8. A closing 
reception and gallery talk will be held Wednesday, Oct.

Rescuing prisoners of war and fight 
ing drug lords are intertwined in Tom 
Clancy's newest novel, Without Re 
morse, which takes place during the 
Vietnam War 

In this book, Clancy picks up onone 
of his favorite heroes, CIA Agent John 
Kelly (code name Mr. Clark), and re 
veals how he began his career with the 
United States Government and the 
Navy 

Clancy picks upthe story after Kelly 
has finished his tour of duty and settled 
down. Because his wife is killed in a 
freak car accident, Kelly feels his life 
has no purpose. He is still getting over 
his wife's death when he becomes 
fnends with a young woman, who used 
to be a prostitute addicted to barbitu 
rates and enslaved by a drug lord named 
Henry. One of Henry's men later kills 
her to make sure she won't tell about 
ther drug operation 

Like all other Clancy thrillers, more 
than one plot is used to keep you guess 
ing what will happen next. Without 
Remorse is no exception. While Kelly

tos of a fighter pilot who was shot down 
and reportedly killed. When these photo- 
graphs hit the desk of the top CIA officials, 
a rescue plan is formed to save the men in 
this POW camp where every prisoner is 
officially listed as killed by the Viemam 

ese and the United States governments 

Of course, Kelly is told to lead this 
heroic mission about the same time he 
begins tracking the drug lords to revenge 
the death of his female friend. It is here that 
Kelly is given the code name Mr. Clark 

These two plots continue to alternate as 
Kelly must break away from going after 
Henry's henchmen to save the prisoners in 
Vietnam. Eventually, Kelly finds that the 
two missions are related to each other 

If you have not read any other Clancy 
books then this novel is a good introduc- 
uon. The story is not herd to follow like The 
Sum of All Fears or too technical like Red 
Storm Rising. 

In this book, Kelly has his own agenda 
of fighting drug lords while the Pentagon 
wants him for their own purposes. He must 
face enemies at home and abroad before he 
can reconcile the inner feelings of sorrow 
he feels for people enslaved by drugs

The greatest heist of Saddam Hussein's 
career fits into a long, cylindrical tube.

It is the spring of 1993 and an elabo

Suede’s English ‘pop’ comes to life at Warfield

Mat Osman, bass player for Suede 
says that the English group is not made up 
of four journeymen musicians, but four 
first-ume band members learning as they 
write music, perform and become a band 

“We found out the hard way,” Osman 
said. “We were f—ing awful.” 

Learning the hard way is definitely 
something Suede puts in their music.

“We listened to punk, English pop and 
jams,” Anderson said 

By 1988, Suede had emerged as a band, 
picking up guitarist and close friend of 
Anderson and Osman, Bernard Butler, who 


was selling tickets at the time to shows. But 
they were still missing a drummer, so in 
stead of dealing with another member, the 
band optioned for a drum machine 

“We auditioned 50 drummers, but none 
of them felt right for the band,” Osman 
said. 

Then came drummer Simon Gilbert, 
who auditioned for 30 seconds and the 
band knew he was it—he was the new 
Suede drummer, replacing the machine 

“With Simon our music had more spon- 
taneity,” Osman said. “He gave our music 
an ebb and flow.” 

With the band firmly established, they 
started playing in clubs in England, where 
many of the audience members knew the 
lynes to all their songs 

“The crowds were emouonal at our 
concerts—singing and crying,” Osman 
said. “They got lost in our music.” 

Suede was becoming an up-and-com 
ing band, with the Bnush sound, which 
Osman says is “pop,” and were played on 
English air waves, but in the United States 
it's different 

“We haven't got a lot (fans),” said 
Osman. “In the United Kingdom we're 
considered ‘pop,’ but here we are catego
